Again Threatened with Deportation 


SAN FRANCISCO -The attor- 
ney for a Chinese sculptor and for- 
eign student on Wednesday，APpril 
18, filed an appeal with the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals protesting 
the recent decision by the Board of 
Immigration Appeals upholding a 
deportation order entered against 
hls client. 

Immigration o 乌 clals had noti- 
fed attorney Eugene Chow that 
sculptor Qiliu Pan would be subject 
to deportation in less than a month. 
The appeal to the judicial system 
provides for an automatic stay，oOF 
delay, of that order. 和 

VIOLATIED STATUS 

Pan,， 5$4, ls charged with having 
Violated the terms of his forelign- 
Student status because be did not 
attend school on a full-time basis 
during his stay in the US，whblich 
began in August 1981. 

Chow does not dispute the fact 
that his client did not attend school， 
bnut argues that this was due to 
circumstances beyond his control. 

During his art and English stud- 
les， Pan developed a large bleeding 
gastric Ulcer which almost cost him 
his life in November 1981. After he 
Underwent two Operations, his doc- 
tor advised him not to return to 
School until at least August 1982 
(E/W 11/17/82). 

“The laws [regulating foreign 
Students] should not be read so 
literally as to be blind” said Chow. 
“They cannot be applied in such a 
narrow restrlctive way.、 My client 
applied [for foreign-student status] 
in good faith, and then he got Sick.” 
SUBSTANTIAL COMPLIANCE 


The' attorney maintained that 


“substantial compliance”with the 
regulations should be sufhcient to 


retain Pan's legal status because the 
law cannot compel what is not physl- 
cally possible2 

Though the sculptor can now 
remain in the country at least Until 
the court has had an opportunity to 
Imake a ruling on his status，Chow 
expressed guarded optimism about 
了 Pan's chances to stay beyond that. 

“The Ninth :Circult [Court of 
Appeals] has been qulte good on 
Immilgration mmatters;,butit depends 
on the panel [of judges picked to 
hear the case]. 工 hlis could be a total 
Imiscarriageof justice，stated Chow. 

He angrily explained that the 
immigration. service in its discre- 
tion could just as _ easily have re- 
instated Pan's legal forelgn-student 
status after he was well enough 
to resume his studies. Instead，he

Recently Some of the former 
clerks told the school board of their 
experiences and those of other Japa- 
nese Americans who were forced to 
leave their jobs in World War II, the 
尺 afu jaz71tzpo reported.

Those who originally sought 
their frings were members of the 
city's _ Parent-Jeacher Association 
(PITIA) and residents of the Gate-

The parents” group threatened 
to pull their children out of Seattle 
Schools if Japanese Americans were 
Dot dismissed. They claimed the 
Nisei clerks could interfere with 
School emergency plans during a 
raid on the city by Japanese forces. 

Following two PTA demands 
for their dismissal，the clerks re- 
Signed en masse，explaining their 
action in a joint memorandum to 
the district that they were leaving 
their jobs in order to prove their 
loyalty to the US.

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Symposium on Understanding the 
Japanese and Their Children Slated 


By RICHARD KATO 

LOS ANGELES =- Understand- 
ing Japanese youth will be the sub- 
ject of a two-day conference coordi- 
nated by the East Asian Studies 
Center of the University of South- 
ern_ California in Los Angeles be- 
ginning this Saturday. 

Key coordinators recently dis- 
cussed what a conference attendee 
couUld expect. 

“The purpose of this conference 
is to strengthen an understanding 
of East Asia, to work with students 
from that reglion, and to teach about 
those backgrounds in the public 
schools: said Prof. Gordon M. Ber- 
gem director of the center 

TIMELY STUDY 

An annual event, the conference 
is part of a larger effortto study on a 
rotational basis each of the three 
Primary East Asian nations, namely 
China，Japan and 玉 orea. This year 
is Japan's turn. 

Berger 41, noted thatit ls timely 
to Study Japan's youth and educa- 
tion due to the increased attention 
recently addressed to the“deficien- 
cies of American education”com- 
pared with the“consistently high 
performance of the Japanese”stu- 
dents. 

Meritocracy is the basis Upon 
Which the Japanese System Works， 
Berger emphasized. Such a System 
is included in a larger Soclal scheme 
of attaining the best jobs with the 
best companies.“Those who dem- 
onstrate their talents'by passing the 
exams to the best schools get ahead， 
he said . 

Attitudinal commitment to edtu- 
cation is _ greater in Japan because 
their expectation levels are higher. 
“They send their kids to school 220 


days a year and after school most of 
their kids go to yet another school. 
We send ouUrs to _ school just 180 
days a year” 

CREATE EXPECTATIONS 

Berger will present “Japanese 
Society Joday”at the conference. 
He plans to describe how Japanese 
SOciety operates to create exXpecta- 
tions among its members and 1ts 
children. 

He has lived in Japan for SI 区 
years and Speciallizes in contempo- 
rary Japanese politics and history. 
Fluent in reading and speaking 
Japanese，Berger had served as a 
Sports commentator on SUmO WrIes- 
ting for Japanese televislon . 

Another conference coordinator， 
Prof.， Noboru Inamoto，discussed 
the need to understand Japanese 
historical traditions， Philosophy 
and religlon. 

“The basic value standards that 
We observe among the Japanese to- 
day seem to have crystalllzed dur- 
jing the Tokugawa period,，Inamoto 
said in a telephone interView. 

LOSE FACE 

One Such value standard is e7- 
7?y0，defitned as keeping things to 
oneself for fear one may otherwise 
be interpreted to catse another to 
lose face, Inamoto explained. 

Further ， during this historical 


Tokugawa period，there was a de- 


cline in the“'true bushido spirlit》” 
the code by which the samurai class 
lived and died. 

Another social attitude devel- 
oped from the past is Mo7zya7 5211. 
“It ls a sense of obligation that one 
generates _ because of receipt of a 
favor from: another Person;” exX-= 
plained Inamoto. 

Inamoto is _ currently asslstant 
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Professor in the Dept. of East Asian 
Languages and Cultures at USC. 
His field of specialization is lan- 
guages and civilization. At the con- 
ference he will discuss the historical 
traditions which have shaped Japa- 
nese Society and present a discts- 
sion on the Japanese family. 
Conference coordinator Lena 
Chao expects up to 150 participants. 
Aside from professors Berger and 


.Inamoto，a host of other distin- . 
.guished faculty will present topics 


ranging from socio-cultural traits to 
child-rearing Practices，A feature 
flm about students experiencing the 
tragedy of World War IIL, Japanese 
cultural performances，and lunch- 
eon will also be offered. 

Chao noted that this conference 
WwWould be good especially for teach- 
ers，since certain local school dis- 
tricts are eligible to grant credits 
Upon completion. The two-day con- 
ference takes place on Saturday， 
April 28th，and Saturday，May 5， 
1984.

Morozuml was referring to the 
report Submitted by the US Com-

Thereare still several unresolved

US deputy attorney Victor 
Stone，who argued both the 玉 ore- 
matsu and Yasul cases and is sched- 
uled to do the Hirabayashi case 
also, has indicated to the court that 
the government has agreed to va- 
cate the WAWII convictions of the 
Imen . 

However，the _ government has 
asked that the court not make any 
fndings ofthe governmentsalleged 
Imlsconduct to Supportthe vacation .
